OLD FERRYBOAT SUNK 


But Few Passengers Thought 


,- to Have Escaped 


WILD E0SH FOB LIFE BELTS 


Bat Few Wen Able to Get Them on, 
t and One Report Has It That Over 
• a Hundred Pawengen Were Lost 


; —Blame For Accident Not Placed

New York, June 15,—The wooden side- 


wheeler Northfleld, which has been in 
the service of the Staten Island Ferry 
company for tbe past 38 years, was 
rammed last night just off the Staten 
Island ferry slip by the steel hulled 
propeller Maucb Chunk. 
The North- 


field sank Bbortly after the accident, 
and it is feared that many of the pas- 
cengers were drowned. 


Tbe Manch Chunk, which was badly 


damaged, after landing ber two dozen 
'passengers, proceeded under her own 
•team to Cumiuinipaw channel, where 
ehe was laid up for repairs. t Over 100 
of the passengers on the sunken North- 
field were dragged out of the water. 


Captain Gully of the tugboat Mutual, 


who saw the colliiion, says that imme- 
diately afterwards between 25 and 30 
of the passengers leaped into the water, 
and that he is sure over 100 of the North- 
field's passengers were drowned. 


The captains of the other tugboats, 


however, are inclined to think that the 
disaster was not so serious. Thus far 
jio dead bodies have been recovered, and 
a t the slack of the tide a diver will make 
nn effort to explore tbe cabins of the 
f ei i yboat. 


While the Northfleld, in accordance 


with the federal regulations, was well 
supplied with life preservers, ndt more 
than two dozen of the endangered pas- 
sengers were able to get the life belts on, 
and a wild panic followed when the 
j>assengers realized their danger. Many 
were rescued, however, by the boats that 
came in numbers to the rescue. 


The swift-running flood tide and the 


question of which boat has the right of 
way was the cause of the disaster. Cap- 
tain Johnson was in charge of the North- 
field, and Captain Griffln was in com- 
mand of tbe Maucb Chunk. Each lays 
the blame for the collision on the other, 
but by orders of the officials of the fer- 
ry companies, neither of the captains 
would make a statement concerning the 
occurrence. 


The Mauch Chunk was abreast of the 


barge office at the battery when the 
Northfield came out of the slip. An 
•xchange of whistles between the boats 
was followed by the crash. The Mauch 
Chunk struck the Northfield on the 
•Urboard side at the hood of the for- 
ward ladies' cabin on tbe main deck. 
The force of tbe blow wrecked the steer- 
Ing gear at the forward end of tbe Maucb 
Chunk, and tbe guard rail of the Mauch 
Chunk crushed in the wooden bull of the 
Northfleld. 


As the bumping of ferryboats la not 


Bausual, the passengers on the North- 
Held did not at first realize tbe serious- 
Den ef the collision, but when tbey did 
the panic was fearful. 
The alarm lu- 


•taatly attracted attention, and crowds 
of people followed the ferryboat along 
the river front. 
At no time was the 


Northfleld more than 500 feet out in the 
river beyond ttie -bulkhead line, but tbe 
Me trftf rwMiag like a mill race. The 
t«ff 'Mittnal kept cles* behind the slnk-

towar** the docka on the Manhattan 
aid* of the river, and many people 
clambered to the deck of tbe tug.

THE DARWINIAN THEORY 


Brings Forth a Ripple In One of the 


Y. M. C. A. Convention Meetings 
Boston. June 10.—Friday's sessions ut 


the International Young Men's Chris 
tian association convention were not 
held under any special designation, but 
were grouped in sections, in order that 
Bepartraental work might be discussed 
by leaders. 


Among the section meetings, the n>ost 


striking incident occurred at that held in 
the First Baptist church. Here Chris- 
tianity aud evolution came into clash 
through a paper read by Dr. W. S. Hall 
on "Modern Tendencies In the Develop- 
ment of the Bace." Be discussed racial 
development on the lines of the Dar- 
winian theory. He pictured early man 
Swinging from limb to limb, and from 
tree to tree. lie spoke about the miss- 
Ing link, arid the physical development 
of the new-born baby; how its back and 
shoulders were much stronger 'than Its 
legs, just the same as prehistoric, neo- 
lithic, antediluvian man. 
H*e then 


traced the gradual growth of man from 
forest to field, from branches of trees 
to caves and huts, houses and palaces. 


There was a ripple in the audience, and 


one man arose and asked Dr. Hall ns to 
the period when the soulless man be- 
came a man with a soul. Dr. Hall, ap 
parently, was vague iu a solution in the 
opinion of some, when he said that he 
thought God could allow the man with 
a soul to rise higher and higher both 
physically and mentally, for Rev. Dr. 
Plumb, who presided, arose to ask a 
question, which was: 


"Then, according to that logic, the 


clock in the Strasburg cathedral was 
once a Waterbnry watch, it gre\v larger 
as a watch until it became a small clock, 
and then it became a great cathedral 
clock." 


Dr. Hall thought Eev. -Mr. Plumb's 


question answered itself, and the inci- 
dent was ended.

TOPfLEU IN HER DOCK 


Transport Ingalls Causes a 


) Serious Diajisjter 


C&QWPED 


Many of Whom ifcay Have BMD Car. 


ried Down In Her Hold Wkea the 
i 
Dock Sunk From tbe Strata Upon 
It-At Least One Killed Outright 


New York, June 15.— The United 


States transport Ingalls slipped from 
tbe blocks supporting her and turned 
over iu the balance dry dock at tbe Erie 
basin, South Brooklyn, yesterday after- 
noon. One man is known to bare been 
killed and many others injured. 


About 240 laborers were at work on 


tbe vessel and dock at tbe time. It la 
supposed that tbe wreck was thrown 
from an even keel by ballast improperly 
placed, or by tbe shifting of the blocks 
on which she rested, driving the shor- 
ing beams through the walls of the 
floating dry dock in which she was 
cradled. 


Besides the mechanics and other work' 


men who crowded tbe vessel and dock, 
preparatory to her voyage to Manila, 
there was supposed to have been about 
30 Italian laborers in the hold of tbe 
ship, employed in shifting the pig Iron 
ballast. 


While the terrorized and screaming 


workmen were trying to escape, the 
dock itself, overbalanced by the weight 
of the ship, turned on Its side and sank 
in 50 feet of water and Jammed under 
and between the wreckage which rose 
to the surface. How many were caught 
has not yet been learned. 


Martin Anderson, a painter, was 


caught under the descending side of the 
ship and killed outright. 
Others wen 


dragged out of the water badly injjjred 
or half drowned, and hurried to the hos- 
pitals. 


Added to the horror was the uncertain- 


ty of the fate of the men in tie ves- 
sel's hold. Some managed to get to the 
dock and leap into the water as the ves- 
sel was sinking, but it is feared that the 
majority were less fortunate. 


The Ingalls went into dry dock at 11:30 > 


yesterday morning, and about §80.000 
was to have been expended on her for 
repairs. 
The dock in which she was 


placed was a very old one, having been 
constructed over 50 years ago. 
An ef- 


fort was made to close tbe gates at the 
time of the accident, but was unsuccess- 
ful. 
No one can be found who would 


give any estimate of tbe amount of 
damage tbe disaster had entailed.

BLONDIN CLUES 


Mow Appear t« Point In the Direction 


, of Western Massachusetts 


F»ston, June 15.— Tbe Blondln mur- 


der now resolves itself Into the "mystery 
of the trunks." 
The scene of action is 


changing rapidly. 
From Lowell and 


Montreal It has jumped to Springfield. 
This morning state police and detectives 
are scouring tbe city of Springfield for 
traces of the. fleeing suspect. 


Blondin's trunk and bicycle have been 


traced to tbe 8:32 Springfield train from 
Boston on Wednesday morning. 
At 


that point the trail is lost 
Whether 


Blondin accompanied his trunk and bi- 
cycle is not known, but diligent efforts 
are being put fortb to fled some one 
who can identify a passenger on tbe 
train as Blondin. 


Tbe Boston police have found the man 


who took Blondin's trunk and bicycle 
to the train Wednesday. His name la 
Joseph Romeo, who works for the Ricb 
Express company. 


Besides Romeo, they have found Will- 


iam H. Dean, who tells of taking a 
trunk belonging toTflondin to the Union 
station on April 30, three days after Mrs. 
Biondin's disappearance 
This trunk 


was checked to Montreal, Blondin buy- 
ing a ticket to that place. 


Dean calls attention to the exceedingly 


heavy weight of the trunk, and of how 
zealously Blondiu guarded it, thus tend- 
ing to support the theory that the dead 
body of bis wife was inside. The trunk 
has no. been traced beyond Boston as 
yet. 


Blondid, despite buying his ticket, did 


not go to Montreal, on that date at 
lea*.t, and, therefore, the ultimate desti- 
tiuation of the trunk has not been placed. 
He may have accompanied tbe trunk 
part of tbe journey, and then taken the 
trunk off the train at Lowell, possibly. 
There is, 'however, no trace of such a 
trunk being put off at Lowell or at an 
intermediate station. 


No woman appeared on the scene, de- 


spite Blondin's declaration to Mrs. 
Hennigan that he was going to meet 
bis wife at the station.

Graff am made (in excellent witness in 
his own behalf, telling a very straight 
story of his movements since leaving 
state prlfcon, Oct. 16, 1900, and never al- 
lowing: himself to be caught by con- 
flicting statements in his cross-examina- 
tion. 


The defense introduced medical testi- 


mony to the effect that there was a 
slight blood stain on the left sleeve of 
Giaffam's coat, but none on his trousers. 
vest or shirt. 
• 


Grattam testified that he was 20 years 


of age ,and had earned his own living 
since he was 10 years old. He worked 
at the Mosher place &ome months in 
1888, and again in 18S9, in which year 
his mother died. 
After that he worked 


for several farmers in Gorlum and made 
several trips to sea. 
He had never re- 


turned to the Mosher house after leav- 
ing it in 1889, and never had any trouble 
with Clifford Mosher or witb his mother. 
He knew nothing about the money in tho 
possession of the Mosher family, nor 
where it was kept. 
He testified that 


while he was in state prison he fre- 
quently saw ICelley and had consider- 
able conversation with him, but denied 
that he even mentioned the Mosher fam- 
ily to Kelley during bis state prison 
term. 
He said he left Thomaston Oct. 


16, and received $5 and a suit of clothes. 
He spent one night in Portland and then 
went to Boston, Where he began to 
search for work. He secured employ- 
ment through an agency, and went to 
Haverhill, where he worked raising 
poles for an electric railroad. 
Dec 1C 


he left Haverhill and weut to Ports- 
mouth, and worked until Jan. 5 in tho 
new dry dock at Kittery, Me. Jan. 5 
he received a letter from his wife stat- 
ing that she was ill in Portland, and ask- 
lug him to come to Portland, and he did 
so. 


He left Portland Monday r ight, reached 


Boston Tuesday morning and went to 
Hopedafe, where he'applied for-work 
at tbe Hopedale Ice company's office. 
He was toM -to report the following 
morning. 
He -did so, but the ice wa= 


covered with water and be was not 
hired. He then retuined to Boston aii'1 
slept at the Salvation Army barraclo 
Thursday and Friday n'gbts, and spcni 
his tune along the water fiont.

It has even been said that 
Mrs. Botha is not on a peace mission 
to Mr. Kruger as has been Kenerally 
reported and believed. However, it 
is difficult t0 explain, her hurried trip 
from South Africa to Mr. Kruger un- 
less she is on important business. 


The earnings of the Pennsylvania 


railroad for the past year, net, were 
$9,717,606, and the North Adams Trar- 
script remarks: 


These vast earnings come out of tha 


pockets of the public and It is easy, 
and good judgment, to put out a por- 
tion of them in pensions. So long as 
workman look upon pensions and other 
f/.-ors as gifts and arft willing, in con- 
sequence of this, to put forth extra- 
ordinary effort or put up with lesser 
right or lesser legitimate rewards for 
their labor, just so long will there be 
railroad pension schemes and Dayton 
and Pullman paternal schemes. Work- 
ingmen should demand their full in- 
dependence, the right to provide by 
thrift for non-earning days and should 
compel *lte payment of all that should 
come to them in cash in an honest 
wage. This would keep things on tha 
right bottoms. 


The Transcript is right. The old-ags 


pension scheme for workmen may a«em 
to offer a remedy for some undesirable 
conditions which now prevail, but ^ 
la establishing a poor basis on wihlch 
to build. Better by far take actions 
which shall strengthen their indepen- 
dence on the part of men than to adJ 
to their dependence en state or em 
ployer. 
The pension idea is entirely 


contrary to the American theory of 
the rights and responsibilities of th? 
individual. It is & step backward»to- 
ward the system where the laborer was 
bound to his lord for life, which, in 
«p4te of Us disadvantages, had th? 
merit, now so muci lauded, of orovld 
Ing for the old* and helpless.—Haver- 
hUl Gazette.

The normal school mast'erg of danc- 


ing, a national association that in- 
cludes the best known 'and' most cap- 
able ballet masters and dancing teach- 
ers in the country, ba> just held its aa- 
nual convention in Buffalo. Over 100 
delegates were present, many of them 
women, and they were from all Quar- 
ters of the country, ev»n the Pacific 
coast states being' represented. The 
purpose of the convention was 
no' 


pleasure, but work. New dances were 
introduced to the profession, and elab- 
orations of the old ones shown. In the 
short business sessions qu«stfe>ns of in,' 
terest to the p.rofession were discussed. 


One of the chief .quetions that ag- 


itated <he dancing maste>s is h«-A 
- 


to end the propensity to hug on the 
ball-room floor. The dancing masters 
contend that, the supreme object in 
dancing is grace, and they claim that 
a hugging grip on a .mir sartner-a 
waist is but a little less artistic than 
a half-nelson on her neck. At times 
hugging may be artistic, yes, even 
ideal, but not by any means on a ba»>- 
room floor. But it is a .fad, say the 
masters, and they must al^y it or 
lose their students. The only remedy 
would eeem to be education. F. I.es- 
lie Clendenen of Davenport, Ia., pres- 
ident of the association, in his annual 
address inveighed against the inar- 
tistic fads that irresponsible teachers 
Introduce and which spread like wild- 
fire, completely destroying the 
grace 


and aoatry of the dance. 


"This hugging hold," said Mr. Clen- 


denen, "can be defended on no jrround. 
It's-net artistic and it's decidedly not 
proper. 
In some parts of the coun- 


try, and I am not speakins of resorts 
akin to the Bowery dance halls- whera 
spielers congregate, 
this fad 
has 


reached 
alarming " proportions. 
In 


some sections it is considered cuite 
proper for the man to place both arms 
around the woman's waist, and lock 
his fingers, while she places both arms 
around his neck and rests her heal 
upon his shoulder. I have seen re- 
spectable persons .place handkerchiefs 
between their cheeks, to prevent the 
mixture of perspiration. Is that danc- 
ing? Where is any poetry of motion 
in that sort of thing? There are less 
objectionable fads, such as holding the 
left arm like a pump handle, that are 
as much an eifrense against'art. The 
fact that such fads are affected by 
ultra-select people is no defense. Grace 
is grace in dancing, no matter who 
is dancing, and perhaps more natural 
grace is found among simple i>easan$5 
than anywhere else. We should atjivc 
to stamp out such fads. If people wish 
to be affected they will be, but we 
should do~all In our power to teacfl 
that simple grace and ease of motitiv 
that is the life of dancing." 


What receives the approval of the 


association will be taught all ov-jr 
the country. The consensus of opin- 
ion of ,he> dancing masters seems to 
be that there is a marked revival in 
this country of interest in 
the old 


dances. 
However, the mop4 popular 


dance tjie coming season v|Tl be the 
three-step, which is said to be rapid- 
ly driving the ubiquitous two-step out 
of favor. The interest in the old dances 
is welcomed by the teachers, as thev 
believe as it results from a distaste 
of the ungracefulness of 
the latT 


dances. Of course the waltz will never 
be out of fashion. 


The most noticeable Tjoint about this 


convention of dancing masters that 
renders It'unlike most all other con- 
ventions is that it is called for work 
and not pleasure. Mary of the dele- 
gates work from, seven to nine hours 
a day, 'earning new dances and work- 
Ing out new ideas In steps. It is, aa 
Its name indicates, «• normal school, 
where the tetfchers of dancin* take an 
advanced course. A committee was 
appointed, upon the suggestion of the 
president, t» prepare resolutions that 
may be presented to the legislatures 
of the different stats to secure the en- 
actment of laws compelling all per- 
sons desiring to teach dancing or rtn 
dance nails under the guise of dancj 
ing schools to pass examinations in the, 
art.

James Welch.whose periodical thirst 


has brought him into the police court 
at various times, and who when under 
the influence of liquor is likely to do 
things which he does not remember 
afterwards, will appear in court Mon- 
day to answer the charge of breaking 
and entering with intent to commit a 
felony. He was in court this morning 
charged with maliciously 
destroying 


property. He pleaded not guilty, and 
after hearing the evidence of the com- 
monwealth, the Judge announced that 
the more serious charge should have 
been brought, and that he would con- 
tinue the case to allow this to be done, 
The crime which he will be charged 
with is a state prison offense. 


The evidence given th.is morning 


showed that Welch, while under the in 
fluence of liquor, went to a house on 
Cliff street owned by Matthew J. Ry- 
an, and occupied by a family named 
Wells, whom he knew. The Wells fam- 
ily were all in bed, it being about mid- 
night, but when Welch knocked. Mr. 
Welli let him in. 


Welch's condition was at once seen, 


and Wells asked him to leave the 
house. Welch said that he wanted to 
fight, and took offa large share of his 
clothing to prepare for the struggle. 
Wells did not care to 
accommodate 


him, however, and when Welch was 
near the door, Wells pushed him out 
and locked the 
door. 
Welch then 


broke the door down, demanding a 
chance to fight. He said if he couldn't 
fight Mr. Wells he would flght Mrs. 
Wells. The latter locked herself in an 
inside room, and Mr. Wells started out 
for an officer. When he got back" with 
the officers, the door to the inner room 
was broken, and Mrs. Wells had fled 
to the home of a neighbor. Welch was 
found apparently looking for trouble 
in a neighboring hallway. 


On hearing this much of the evi- 


dence, the court ordered a more seri- 
ous chares against Welch, *nd con- 
tinued the case. 
Welch was placed 


under bonds of $500 for 
appearance 


Monday. 
Some time after his case 


was thus disposed of Welch asked lo 
be allowed to appear before the Judge 
again. He said he "guessed he might 
as well plead guilty and settle the 
thing up," but when the court said if 
he pleaded guilty it would have to be a 
state prison offense, Welch decided to 
take his chances with a trial. 


The evident desire of the complain- 


ants in the case was to have Welch 
pay for the damage he nad done, and 
when his case was called, Welch tried 
to make Mr. Ryan say that he would 
withdraw the charge.

After the court session was over.two 


cases of alleged neglect of children 
were heard in the private office ad- 
Joining the court room.

REDEEMING REVENUE" STAMPS 


There Will be Some Loss at Time of 


the Change 


There are 15 days more before the 


use of the revenue stamps on checks 
and other legal documents will be dis- 
lOntinued. and local 
users of 
the 


stamps are planning to send back 
large quantities of them for redemp- 
tion. It is impossible to tell how many 
will be returned fiVm this city, but in 
spite of the efforts of business men to 
come out as nearly even as possible, 
the quantity is expected to be large. 


There will be some loss in connec- 


tion with the redemption, especially 
to the banks, as all the blank forms 
which have been printed, with the 
revenue stamps printed m them, will 
be lost except for the redemption of 
the stamps themselves. On some forms 
y»f blanks which are expensive to se- 
cure, this loss will be considerable. A 
notable example is the form for drafts 
used by the Adams national bank, 
which is one of 
the 
most artistic 


drafts in use. The cost of having- these 
vngraved is larger than the price of 
the revenue stamps they cany, and 
the bank will therefore not have them 
redeemed, preferring to use them with 
the revenue stamps even though the 
latter are not needed.

Animals. 


Next to those heaven bestowed powers 


of intellect and reason that mark out the 
higher and nobler development of the hu- 
man as apart from the bruto creation 
comes the no less divine gift of speeclj, 
that priceless medium of intercommuni- 
cation between man and man, the artic- 
ulate expression of his thoughts, impulses 
and emotions. Is it not a little singular 
that, while the so called dumb animals 
have all some ^language of their own, a 
method by which each species can hold 
converse with its kind, it is in the feath- 
ered world alone that we find any crea- 
tures capable of being taught to use the 
speech of man? 


The monkey tribe, in spite of its gro- 


tesque resemblance to the human form, 
chatters in uaintelligible gibberish, and 
the dog, man's nearest and most faithful 
companion— who does not kno^ the wist- 
ful expression in the eyes of some canine 
favorite, the eager, upturned look into his 
master's face, that seems to understand 
so fully all that is said, though denied tho 
power to reply? ' 


Certain birds, however, not only are 


capable of producing articulate words 
and sentences, but it would really appear 
from many well authenticated instances 
as if they possess in some measure the 
reasoning faculty which enables them to 
apply their acquired art of speech with 
peculiar aptitude. The raven, the jack- 
daw, the magpie end the jay may all ba 
trained to imitate sounds aud to utter 
words and ereo sentences distinctly, but 
more familiar to most people are talking 
birds of the parrot tribe, which acquire 


, the gift of speech in far greater perfec- 
tion than any other of their species. 


The voice of the parrot is also much 


more human in its tones; the raven is too 
hoarse; the jay and the magpie are too 
shrill. But there are modulations in the 
parrot's notos when speaking that are 
sometimes absolutely uncanny in their 
weird resemblance to the "human voice 
divine." This superiority in due to tho 
construction of its beak, it* tongue and 
head. The parrot, too, haa a •wonderful 
memory and rarely forgets what it has 
once thoroughly learned.— London Lady.

Mall advices received at Victoria, B. 


C., the other day by the steamer Kln- 
shia Maru state that a new organiza- 
tion recently sought recognition in Ja- 
pan under the title of the Social party, 
its object being to practice socialism m 
Japan. The authorilfss, however, have 
suspended the issue of two papers 
which published its manifesto and re- 
fused to allow the organisation of tha 
party, Bays the New York Journal. 
The Yorodzu, another paper, defies the 
authority and continues to publish 
the forbidden manifesto. 


Plainly the Increasing agitation by 


Socialists and workingmen has alarm- 
ed the Japanese government. 
The 


newspapers lead and disseminate these 
liberal teachings. 


Thus the first labor day Japan ever 


knew was observed In Tokyo on April 
3 last. The celebration was proposed 
and managed by the Niroku Sbjnpo, a 
newspaper, "a friend of tie laboring 
man." As the Kiroku itself succinctly 
puts It, Labor day was observed for 
these reasons: 


"As an initiatory step to arouse our 


fellow citizens and Invite their atten- 
tion to the importance of solving the 
labor problem In our country by pre- 
senting In one place the real condition 
of many thousand workingmen, for 
we have only a few thinkers among us 
who can foresee the dreaded conflict 
destined to occur between our capital- 
ists and laborers, whose opposition is 
getting sharper acd keener day by day. 


"As an introductory step to make 


our laborers acknowledge their power, 
which Is tremendously strong when 
united, for their self degradation end 
their loose habits are mainly due to 
their not knowing their power, and to 
let them see their own power is tbe 
way to make them value their own dig- 
nity. 


"As a first step to make our laborers 


recognize the power of unity, getting 
acquainted with one another under the 
banner of the laborers' reunion, for 
without that power of unity individu- 
als might easily become victims to de- 
lusion as well as oppression. 


"In addition to the benefits already 


mentioned, poor and hardworking men 
could take a day's rest in partaking of 
tbe same sort of happiness as the rich 
feel in the season of cherry blossoms." 


The Niroku's modest account of the 


"First Laborers' Grand Reunion" will 
vastly interest sympathetic working- 
men of this country. Incidentally Amer- 
ican workingmen will learn how the 
Japanese police "guard" Japanese 
wage earners, and Andrew Carnegie 
wiil be gratified to learn that he is not 
unknown in Japan. 


Says the Niroku in the only article in 


English in the issue: 


"Tbe Niroku, a friend of the laboring 


man, was proposer and director of the 
reunion. The place IB which it was 
held was at Mukojima, near the bank 
of the Sumida and under the shade of 
the blooming cherry trees. Indeed, so 
large a gathering of laborers of all 
classes was not only unprecedented ia 
this country, but it set an example to 
be followed annually. 


"Scarcely ten days had passed after 


the first announcement of the Niroku'8 
undertaking when more than 50,000 la- 
borers eagerly secured their tickets of 
admittance to the picnic, the prospect 
of which was getting brighter and 
more inspiring as the day approached. 
Suddenly there came an order issued 
from the metropolitan police office. The 
order was absurd, for it limited the 
number who might participate to 5,000 
on the ground that 1,000 policemen 
were needed to guard tbe meeting. It 
dealt a hard blow to our plan; but, 
tbank fortune, it was not a crushing 
one. 


"Slowly the night of the 2d had dis- 


solved into the dawn of the 3d. Every 
now and then the fireworks painted the 
8ky in glowing colors. The flags aiid 
banners of all nations were waving in 
the spring breeze. The fires that dis- 
pelled the night's chilliness were bright 
and cheerful. Groups of tlie white 
robed trained nurses added a great 
charm to the scene. 


"The scene was striking, Impressive 


and warlike. It was like a military 
encampment—an army at 
bivouac. 


Looking upon such a scene, one would 
have {bought that the inspector gen- 
eral jof police should think it necessary 
to guard the ground with 1,000 police- 
men. 


"But, no! Those laborers who came In 


by thirties, fifties, hundreds, soon after 
the clock struck 12 were self possessed, 
order loving, law abiding men. They 
came in, wave after wave, and assem- 
bled under their own banners as if they 
had been well drilled. By the time 
when tho sun rose in its splendor there 
were about 40,000 men in and around 
the picnic ground. 


"The meeting was called at 7'a. m. 


by a triple display of fireworks, Imme- 
diately followed by the unfurling tit a 
signal flag over the elevated stand on 
tae mount In the center of the picnic 
ground. After a short musical per- 
formance Mr. Wagoro Fukuda, repre- 
senting the directors of tbe reunion, de- 
livered a very interesting opening ad- 
dress. He said in part that he was 
deeply Impressed by the respectful ap- 
pearance of those hand to mouth la- 
borers, whose honesty and independ- 
ence would put to shame many a lazy 
gentleman In Japan, where the spirit 
of chfvalry no lonssr flourishes, and 
tnat it was his hope that there would 
result from tola meeting not only mu- 
tual acqunlEtenoe among the laborers 
themteSvea, but some good understand- 
ing between our capitalists and la- 
borers."

HUGE STEEL PIPE. 


to Embody a Hint Fat tn- 


Ucr River Tunnel Conntractloa. 
Considerable interest has been arous- 


ed in engineering circles by the receat 
launching at the Nixon, shipyards at 
EUzabetfljiciiS, N. J., of the big iron pipe 
weighing l.oSb tons, but fitted np so it 
could be floated to New York. The in- 
terest is clae chiefly to the idea that a 
similar construction might be used for 
a tunnel under the North or East river, 
says the New York Sun. The pipe was 
constructed for the Edison company, 
which is building a large power house 
at the foot of East Thirty-ninth street 
It Is 15 feet in diameter and 215 feef 
long, and is intended to carry weter 
from the river to the engines of the big 
power house. It will be supported on 
piles at the foot of Thirty-ninth street 
and extend out into the river. The 
engines are to use salt water entirely, 
and the big pipe will connect with the 
condensers of the-engines. Because of 
Its length the water flowing into the 
pipe wil) be freer from debris than if it 
were drawn from near the shore. The 
engines will need a lot of water, judg- 
ing from tlieir size. They are to be of 
138,000 horsepower. 


The pipe has an inner wall of riveted 


steel, then a layer of concrete 15 inches 
thick, outside of which is the outside 
wall of ste«l plates of the same thick- 
ness as the inner one. It was designed 
by P. Martta Lande of New York. Mr. 
Lande has in mind a tunnel on the 
same lines, and says that one could be 
constructed under the river for about 
$4,000,000. 
The pipe will be towed to New York 


as soon as all the piles for it are In 
place. Both, ends of it have been closed 
up and a keel and prow have been 
added, thus mating it practically a 
hollow steel vessel. It took ten months 
to build it 


NEW GOVERNORS ISLAND. 


Mmr Have Its Own Pier* *md * 


Larger Ferry.

Officers of the war department are 


considering plans for the enlargement 
of Governors island, In New York har- 
bor, says a Washington dispatch. The 
last congress appropriated §260,000 for 
the purpose, but the improvements con- j 
templated will cost much more than I 
this. 


At present the government has no 


pier in New York harbor except the 
one that is leased -on the East river. 
The quartermaster's department be- 
lieves that a pier built at Governors is- 
land large enough to accommodate 
government transports or ships carry- 
ing government supplies would be a 
great saving. But this would necessi- 
tate the construction 'also of ware- 
houses and the enlargement of the 
present ferry so as to carry tearr>s with 
loads of freight. 


It is expected that definite plans will 


be soon submitted to the secretary of 
war.

cese, at its adjourned meeting- in Bos- 
ton y-sterday, unanimously voted in 
favor of division of the diocese. There 
was no opposition, the .expected ob- 
jection from Worcester not being pre- 
sented. T'ae division will be in accord 
with 
the 
recommendation by the 


special committee appointed to con- 
sider the proposed division. 


The report of the committee, fixing 


the eastern line of Worcester county 
as the Voundary between the two dio- 
ceses and recommending a fund 
of 


$100,000 as an endowment for the np.v 
•iiocese, v/as presented by Rev. Dr. E. 
Winchester Donald of Boston. 


Dr. Donald moved its adoption, and 


this motion was seconded by Rev. 
John Cotton Brook of Springfield. 


The report was adopted unanimously 


and a committee of seven was ap- 
pointed to complete the work of se- 
curing the $100,000 endowment. 


Before the report 
was presented 


Bishop Lawrence made an address in 
which he said that the spiritual wel- 
fare of the diocese demanded its divi- 
sion, and expressed approval of the 
committee's report. 


The bishop's attitude silenced 
the 


expected opposition from the Worces- 
ter delpga'-'js. 
Edward t> .Davis bf 


Worcester, who was known as one of 
the most active opponents of the divi- 
sion explained that the Worcester 
archdeaconry had voted to object to 
the division, and had prepared a pro- 
test to be presented, today, but that 
now he did not consider it proper or 
necessary to present the -rotest. 


The convention adjourned,to dine at 


the hotel Brunswick, where a genuine 
love feast was held in celebration 'of 
the harmonious settlement of the ques- 
tion.

Insect Repelling Cloth 


There has been much interest shown 


in the latest invention of A. M. Whip- 
pie of this city, which was recently 
briefly mentioned in the Transcript, 
that of an insect repelling fabric. This 
invention has been assigned to G. L.

Lexington, representing 


large manufacturing Interests, and it 
is expected that the manufacture of 
the cloth will soon^be begun, its pur- 
pose is to provide a fabric that can 
be used for linings, etc., that will re- 
pel insects from the entire garment, 
and its value can easily l^e seen. It 
is thus described in the letters patent: 


As an article of manufacture an 


insect repelling cloth adapted to pro- 
tect fabrics 
adjacent 
thereto 
or 


wrapped therein, from the attacks Bf 
insects, said cloth being impregnated 
with a. solution of starch and oil of 
cedar and extract of tobacco, 
the 


starch and other ingredients' specified 
forming a filling in the interstices be- 
tween the threads of the cloth. 


Star Route Mail Delivery 


Announcement has been made by 


the postoffice department that tlie box 
delivery along the Star routes will go 
into effect July 1. Provision is made 
for this delivery in the new contracts 
for Star mail routes, which begin on 
that date.
